Are collegiate baseballers of major league calibre? 
Ask the major leagues: This spring major league clubs are 


carrying on their official rosters 
All-American ranking in college 


no less than 27 players who won 
1! 


AND THERE are many other collegians, who missed the honors 


in college ball, who are starring 
in major league baseball or bat 
tling for a spot in the big show. 


For example the Boston Red 
Sox have 41 players on their offi- 
cial roster this spring. Of the 41 
on the roster, 24 Red Sox players 
played collegiate baseball. And 
seven of them won All-Ameriean 
honors on teams selected by the 
American Association of College 
Baseball Coaches. 


No other major league club is 
as educated as the Red Sox. The 
Beantowners’ college men are led 
by Jackie Jensen, the former Uni- 
versity of California star who 
helped the Gokden Bears to the 
first College World Series cham- 
pionship. Jensen had his biggest 
major league season in 1958 when 
he drove in 122 runs, hit .286 and 
was named the American League’s 
Most Valuable Player. 


Other All-Americans on the 
Boston roster this spring are Tom 
Borland, Oklahoma State pitcher 
who was named the Most Valuable 


Player in the 1955 College World |' 


Series; Don Gile, home-run hit- 
ting catcher of the University of 


| The Detroit Tigers, rated one 
‘f the American League’s most 
| improved clubs this spring, rank

former Collegiate All-Americans 
now on its roster. 

The Tigers have Pitcher Don. 
nie Lee of Arizona; Pitcher Wy- 
man Carey of Bradley, Catcher 
Bob Wilson of Wisconsin; and 
Outfielder Harvey Kuenn of Wis- 
;consin. They also had Bob Jing- 
jling, Wyoming infielder, who 
| dropped out after spring train- 
|ing began. Jingling, returning 
from the service, told Detroit of- 
ficials he thought he was too old 
to pick up again in pro ball. 

All-American ball players this 
spring are with 13 of the 16 major 
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league clubs.’ Cleveland has no 
former All-Amertcans but has 
outstanding collegians in such 
players as Micky Vernon, Villa- 
nova; Carrell Hardy, Colorado, 
and Gene Lary of Alabama. Rook- 
ie Pitcher Carl Thomas, All-Am- 
erican from Arizona, is in camp 
on a trial basis. 

Cincinnati also is shy of col- 
legiate All-Americans but has a 
promising rookie collegian, Pitch- 
er Jay Hook of Northwestern.
